Washington, D. C., June 29.—[Spgcial.)— 
Edward Hibes, president of the ard 
‘Hines Lumber company of Chicago, swore 


for statements that he had put over Wil- 
liam Lorimer in the senatorial at 
Springfield in 1909. 

Coupled with this was the eberse that 
Clarence 8. Funk, general manager of the 
Internatignal Harvester company, had 
to him in the famous Union League club con- 
versation, that the Harvester company was 
prepared to pay a share of the expenses of 
Mr. Lorimer in connection with his election. 

Mr. Hines also stated he never went to Mr. 
Funk's office to muddle his memory respect- 


ing the publication on Feb. 15 last of - 
Record-Herald editorial charging that 
Lorimer fund of $100,000 had been raised. — 


Denounces Cook’s Story as False. 
Hines further denied the testimony of Wirt 
H. Cook that he (Hines) had said ever the 
telephone in talking with Springfield on the 
eve of the Lorimer election, that he would be 


alleging he had boasted at Marquette, Mich., 
that he had succeeded in electing Lorimer at 
acost of $100000. .. » 

The statements of Mr. Hines and Wit- 
nesses Funk and Cook were so completely at 
variance that Senator Kenyon observed: 

There ought to be some prosecution for 
perjury right here.” 

The direct examination of Mr. Hines by his 
own counsel occupied the entire day. Mem- 
bers of the committee occasionally inter- 
pellated a question which seemed germane 
at the moment. That is to say, Mr. Hines 
Was answering questions put by him and 
Senator Lorimer’s attorneys from 12 o'clock 
in the morning until 12:30 and from 2 o'clock 
until 5:30 in the afternoon. 


Tells of Activities as Lobbyist. | 
During those perigds of time his testi- 
mony covered not only his relations with 
Senator Lorimer, but his rise and develop- 
ment in the lumber and banking business, 
his activity as a lumber representative before 
congress, and his relations with Senators 
Aldrich. Penrose, and other members of the 
senate and the house of representatives. 

Like Senator Lorimer, he neither smokes 
nor drinks, but, upon the advice of the phy- 
siclan, takes a glass of burgundy with his 
dinner every evening. 

Mr-~Hines’ first interest in the senatorial 
situation at Springfield, according to his tes- 
timony, was manifested on Feb. 1, 1909, 
when he sént a telegram and letter to Mr. 
Lorimer recommending the election of A. 
C. Bartlett of Hibbard, Spencer, Bartiett & 
Co., wholesale hardware dealers of Chicago, 
toward whose selection the large financial 
and business interests, he said, were fu vor- 
able. He received no reply from Mr. Lori- 
mer, though he met che hen jongressman 
in Washington and learned ‘hat the different 
factions in Springtield could not be united 
upon Mr. Bartiett. 


Acts as Scout for Senator Penrose. 

About April 1 Senator Penrose of Pens- 
syivania sent for him and asked -him if he 
could find out whether the Illinois legisla- 
ture would elect a senator before adjourn- 
ment. He did net know any thing about the 
situation, but determined to ask Mr. Lori- 
mer. He talked with Congressmen Boutell 
and Madden. At that time the Lorimer can- 
didacy was not suggested. Mr. Lorimer men- 
tioned Congressmen McKinley and Lowden, 
Judge Grosscup of Chicago, and Minis‘er to 
China Calhoun as suitable candidates. 

Mr. Hines returned to Penrost, who took 
him to the finance committee room of the 
senate, where he found Senator Aldrich, 
with whom he had become acquainted 
through previous discussions with him of 
the lumber schedules. 

It was at this conference, the witness said, 
that Mr. Aldrich declare the administra- 
tion was anxious to have a Republican 
elected as soon as possible.

The‘name of Ferdinand W. Roebling of 
John A. Roebling’s Sons company appears 
in eight indictments. 

Upon conviction each of the individual de- 
fendants is able to not more than à year’s 
imprisonment, or a fine of $5,000, or both.

TINY VENICE AT LAKE FOREST. 


Issues Small Engraved Pamphlet 
Showing Idea * Making Islands 
and Canals. 


Mrs. Harold McCormick has hed printed 
and engraved a small pamphlet showing 
plans fora miniature Venice in Lake Forest. 
These pamphlets have been distributed +> 
Lake Forest residents, and with them re 
the final decision as to the Venice. | 

The plans as shown in the McCormick 
pamphlet provide for two sets of work. The 
first is the making of a string of small islands 
along the line of the present bar in the lake 
at a distance varying from 300 to 500 fee: 
from the shore. This improvement, accord- 
ing to the estimates made by the engineering 
department of the south park commission at 
Mrs. McCormick's request, and also by the 
United Statee's engineer e office, will cost 
$774,549. 

The idea is to build a breakwater along 
the bar, make wooded islands, and thus afford 
quiet lagoons for boating and other water 
sports that are now impossible on account 
the exposed position. Depth of the water in 
the lagoons, according to the plans, would

Women of Chicago Intend 
Making Demands for Reg- 
ular Stated Labor. 


VIEWS ON THE SUBJECT. 


Ten hour law for the housewife! That is 
what a large number of Chicago women are 
going to demand of their husbands tomor- 
row 

“If other women are allowed to work only 
ten hours a ap say the housewives of Chi- 
cago, “‘why shouldn't we come under the 
same law? Aren't we as good as women who 
sell tickets for elevated railroads or others 
who are employed in factories and stores? 
The housewife is entitled to a ten hour day 
and husbande who aren't in favor of it will 
be boycotted by the Housewives’ Protective 
association.” 

Several housewives were interviewed yes- 
terday by.a reporter for THE TRIBUNE, and 
the foregoing is in substance what they said. 
Owing to the personal nature of the inter- 
views, the women asked that their names 
be not used. Some of them declared that they 
had been slaves for their husbands and chil- 
dren long enough, and now that the state of 
Illinois had passed a ten hour workday law 
for women, they saw emancipation in sight. 


Servants Are Treated Better. 

„Why shouldn't the housewife be treated 
with the same consideration as the servant? ” 
says Mrs. Dearborn Brown. 

„Every good, loving husband should in- 
sist upon his wife working less tham ten 
hours a day. Whatistheold adage? ‘Man’s 
work is from sun to sun, but woman's work 
is never done.’ 

“T arise at 6 o'clock every morning, and 
I'm on my feet until bedtime. That is the 
daily experience of thousands of Chicago 
women. In families where no servant is kept 
the housewife is nothing but a slave. There 
may be exceptions, but they are rare. 

„I know women—cultured, refined women 
who get up every morning at 5:30 or 6 
o'clock and prepare breakfast for the family. 
After the dishes are washed and the chil- 
dren are off to school the housewife has a 
thousand and one things to keep her busy 
until noon time, when the children come 
home for lunch. The afternoon ie spent 
in sewing, mending, darning hose, house 
cleaning, washing windows, baking bread, 
beating rugs, and, at this seasoh of. the year, 
canning strawberries and cherries. 


Works All of the Time 

** She is working from the minute she gets 
ur until 9 and often 10 o’elock at night. Some- 
times if things go wrong ard supper hap- 
pens to be a little late, the husband has a 
grouch and sneaks off te bed the minute he 
leaves the table. 

“Thousands of refined women in this city 
do all their own washing and ironing because 
they want to save. You wouldn't catch the 
men folk doing such hard work to save a 
dollar or two. No; the man thinks he has 
done his duty if he does his work at the office 
or shop. It the wife drops 4 hint that he 
wipe the dishes för her he suddenly gets q 
eramp in the leg or he has got to go te the 
store for tobacco before it closes. 

„e average woman—I mean the house- 
wife—is a slave. She must break the bonds 
that.tie her down, and L don't know of a more

Cover Whole Wire Industry. 

The indictments’ cover the whole field of 
the wire industry, including electrical cables, 
steel and copper wire, and wire nails, and 
take in horseshoes. The government al- 
leges that the nine associations control from 
70 to 95 per cent of the business. 

The investigations looking to the present 
proceedings began early last May. The mat- 
ter was in the hands of United States At- 
torney Wise and Assistant United States 
Attorney felix Frankfurter. They called 
more than eighty witnesses, avoiding those 
most closely allied with the conduct of the 
associations, so that these men would not be 
‘able to plead immunity. Whey got hold of 
much correspondence of the members of the 
association, some of which bore recent dates. 

In the indictments the government does 
not allege that the associations are now 
existing. Most of them went out of business 
in 1900. But the correspondence seized by 
the government is interpreted by it to n- 
dicate that the members of the associations 
bave carried out in most details the intent 
for which the associations were formed 

A lawyer aware of the activity of the wire 
menufacturers in this respect said today 
that the government had learned also that 
the wire men were meeting for lunch and 
that these luncheons were regarded as sus- 
picious.” 


One Man in Sole Charge. 

The supervisor of all of these associations 
was Lawyer Edwin E. Jackson Jr., and it 
was said that it was he who formed them. 
The government alleges that upon the forma- 
tion of the poole on June 1, 1908, being the 
Gate taken in all the indictments except one 
as the starting point for the culpable activity 
of the associations, Mr. Jackson was put in 
charge of the pools, and that he stuck by 
hig job through every,subsequent election.

The president hurried from the meeting |. 
when he saw defeat staring him in the face, 


but he did not depart until after a war of 


‘words which trembied on the verge of fisti- 


cuffs. 

After his departure the four members of 
the boa remaining passed resolutions noti- 
fying department heads that Smyth's order 
discharging thirty-seven men was not author- 
itative and no employés should be let out 
until further instructions were received from 
the board as a body. 

Those voting with the majority were Trus- 
tees Wallace G. Clark, Thomas J. Healy, Ed- 
ward I. Williams, and Adolph Bergman, 
those with the minority, President Smyth 
and Trustees Pau! A. Hazard and Thomas M. 
Sullivan. 


Ask for Employe List. 

A further crimp was put into he Smyth 
regime dy a resolution directing the depart- 
ment managers to provide the board with a 
list of such employés as are not needed, It 
is believed that many inexperienced men re- 
cently put on the pay rolls by Smyth may be 
included in the excess. 

These resolutions were passed following 4 
heated argument during which President 
Smyth had deserted the chair, shouting 
„This ie thievery,’ qualified with expletives 
which have been expurgated. 6 

Trustee Wallace G. Clark answered him 
by saying: Affairs in the district are get- 
ting back to the condition they were in when 
the former administration took hold and 
found a rottenness that was a stench to the 
public and the press.“ 

Trustee Adolph Bergman then said: “I 
have been a member of this board for six 


years, but I am ashamed to be a member of | 


** board this afternoon.“ \ 
Refused to Allow 


The fight was precipitated when President 
Smyth refused to allow the matter of filing 
a message informing heads of departments 
that thirty-seven employés of the sanitary 
district were to be discharged on July 1 to 
come up for discussion as part of unfin- 
ished business. The message was read by 
President Smyth at the meeting a week ago 
and at that time Trustee Paul H. Hazard 
made a motion that the message be gled as 
part of the records. This motion was lost 
and no further action was taken. 

At the meeting yesterday Trustee Wallace 
G. Clark sought to have the matter brought 
up again as unfinished business, but Presi- 
dent Smyth strenuously opposed the move. 


Healy Starts to Explain. 

Trustee Thomas J. Healy sought to explain 
that the question of having the message 
filed on record was dropped by the board 
after the motion to have it filed had been 
lost. 

He was called out of order by the president. 
who said: ‘That matter has been settled 
for all time.“ The argument grew warm and 
the debaters resorted to strong words. 

Do you mean to say that when the board 
takes up a matter and votes not to file it, 
that it has been finally settled and there is 
no unfinished business about it?” asked 
Healy. 

“If you refer to this matter of discharges 
I will say that that is my position,” said 
President Smyth, kor I have sent letters 
to each one of the employés informing them 
of their discharge.“ 

„J would Uke to set you right, Mr. Presi- 
dent.“ said Trustee Healy, and inform you 
that employés cannot be discharged by the 
president alone and that this is unfinished 
business. 


Declares Healy Out of Order. 

President Smyth declared Mr. Healy out 
of order and rapped loudly with his gavel. 

There is no use in becoming heated about 
this retorted Trustee Healy, for we 
might as well be understood and we may get 
along better 

I am no more heated than you are, said 
President Smyth, ‘‘ and I have ruled on that 
point 

„Tour plump, plump, when you sputter 
with your lips doesn’t make rules for this 
body,” said Healy. It is organized and 
ruled by law.” 

Trustee Clarke, though declared out of 
order, was given privilege to present his mo- 
tion, and after he had read it he started to 
read a list of communications from various 
heads of departments telling, of the services 
of various employés discharged by the presi- 
dent's order. 


Clark Also Called Down. 

He Wad read only a page when he was de- 
clared out of order by the president. A mo- 
ment later Trustee Sullivan rose to a point 
of order and stated that he believed the read- 
ing of the communication was out of order 
because he considered the president had au- 
thority to discharge employés without even 
conferring with the board. 

“We are glad to get your ideas,” said 
Trustee Healy with sarcasm, “‘ but the presi- 
dent seems to be acting on his own responsi- 
bility and seems not to need any advice as to 
how to administer the rules he makes him- 
self.” 

Mr. Healy took out his Roberts rules of 
order and steered the voting on the motion 
that it might be done correctly. 

With the question stated, “I vote to up- 
hold the decision of the chair,’’ there were 
4 nays and 3 yeas. the president being one 
of the three. 

“The motion prevails.“ said the president. 

“ What did you say?’ asked Healy. 

“TY said the motion prevails,’ repeated the 
president. 


Says Lost Motion Won.

Springfield, III., June 20.—[Speeial. . 
water way-water power bill-or what re- 
mains of ‘it—is buried in the house deep 
waterway committee. of which Represeénta- 
tive Smejkal of Chicago is the chairman. 

Smejkal failed to call a meeting of his 
committee, which leaves the bill stified ip 
the pigeon hole of his desk. 

Representative Smejial declared tonight 
that he was not in the house at this after- 
noon’s session and did not know the bill had 
been referred to his committee. He said 
no request was made of him for a committee 
meeting. 

One last valiant effort was made this 
morning by the waterway forces in the 
house to keep it out of that committee. 
There was a showdown on a roll cal) and 
the waterway people lost. 

The best they could muster at topnotch 
mark was 67 votes at the crisis of the voting. 
This is ten votes shy of the necessary con- 
stitutional majority for passage, and was 
nine votes less than the necessary number 
for shoving the bill along one notch at t 
particular parliamentary juncture. | 

It looks just now de i it is all over for 
the present so far as any sort of a bill. good, 
bad. or indifferent, is concerned, and this 
is 6#etIy the condition of affairs for which 
the knockout gang has been looking all the 
way through the regular and thie speciai 
session on waterway iegislation. 

Early this morning, after the all night con- 
test for a quorum in the house so that the 
senate bil! might be merely reported from the 
senate, the administration forces realized 
that they had gone their limit. They did not 
have the vote. 


Offer of Compromise Made. 

This condition of affairs became so pro- 
nounced during the day that a compromise 
was suggested with the abandonment of the 
possibility of securing the passage of any sort 
of bill prior to July 1 asa basis. This com- 
promise carried a recess until July 8. Had 
it been adopted the senate bill in its precise 
form would have been sent to third reading, 
with the privilege accorded on the floor of 
the house for all amendments to go to a roll 
‘call vote while on second reading today. 
Then on one final showdown, with both sides 
aligned for one last roll call on its passage 
and with the only proposition in sight the 
mustering of the necessary seventy-seven 
votes, there would have been a stop to the 
tumultuous scenes which hape been in proge 
ress in Springfield since yesterday . aftere 
noon. 

The real leaders of the house agreed te 
submit, this sort of a proposition. The. ob- 
jections came from the uncontrollables and 


‘the trreconcilabies who had been made des- 


perate by the forty-eight hours of continuous 
scrapping with neither side able to make an 
offensive move. 


Adkins on His Guard. 

The situation was unique in Springfield, 
The proponents of the bill could not produce 
the necessary votes to overthrow the Adking ~ 
organization, put in a new speaker. and start 
something, in spite of the thorough prepared- 
ness which had been accdémplished even to 
the choice of the representative who was te 
grab the gavel from Adkins.

REFUSES T0 “HOLD BAG.” 


Pleaders for Alleged County Eli- 
gibles Advance Strong 
Arguments. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

[Late Deputy Commissioner of Public Works.) 

Certain county officials argued for nearly 
two hours yesterday with the civil service 
commission to have upward of 1,400 “ extra "’ 
employés, of whom more than 600 are not 
now working, placed under the protection of 
the new merit law which. becomes effective 
tomorrow. The commission declined to hold 
the bag,“ as President Dunn expressed it. 

The responsibility for slipping extra 
employés under the new merit system was 
shifted by the commission to office and de- 
partment heads. It was ruled by the com- 
mission that all employés working on June 


sified service. 

That leaves the officials free to emplo 
many on those two days as their approp x 
tions will permit. But each employer of 
extra labor asserts that he will not have 
on his pay roll more men than are actually 
needed tomorrow. The total of their esti- 
mates makes 545. So that many extras "’— 
instead of 1,400—will be under the merit 
blanket. None of these has been cared for 
by title in the appropriation budget, and 
there is serious question whether their places 
of employment have been legally created. 


xtra Men Get $4 a Day. 


These extra men are employed in sev- 
eral offices, principally in the county clerk's, 
treasurer's, and boards of assessors and re- 
view, in the levying, reviewing, extending, 
and collecting of taxes. Their employment 
is temporary and their pay is $4 a day. 

It was contended by several officials that 
all of extra employés used during the 
year should be classified under the merit 
system, regardless of whether they are now 
at work. Probably. Dr. Howard Taylor of 
the election commissioners, who has some 
reputation as a speaker, presented the best 
argument for all who had been employed. 

* Morally speaking.“ he said, it is j@ 
shame not to include them.“ 

“If you do, said Robert Catherwood of 
the Chicago Civil Service Reform associa- 
tion, vou will probably be charged with 
building up an eligible list for twenty years. 
It would be looked upon as a trick.“ 

“You must have a place of employment 
before you can have a legal employé,” said 
Henry Schofield of the same organization. 
“If you please. you must have a hole with 
a man in it before the man can be protected. 
by this merit act. 


“Experienced” Men at Premium. 


Although vigorously declaring in favor of 
the spirit and letter of the merit system, Dr. 
Taylor questioned whether that part of the 
merit act is valid which places the employés 
of the election commission under civil serv- 
ice. 

The chief argument of all speakers in 
favor of placing ‘‘extra’’ employés under 
the blanket clause was that thereby would 
be created an €ligible list of not only com- 
petent, but experienced employés. They 
pleaded and begged for experienced men. 

If that was what they really wanted it 
could be done more effectively in this way: 
Let the civil service commission rule that 
only employés for whom there is appropria- 
tion by title shall be placed under the merit 
system without examination. Then hold an 
examination, making experience such an 
important factor that inexperienced appli- 
eants could not pass the test. 

That such an examination would be legal 
is the opinion of both Mr. Catherwood and 
E. G. Purkheiser, attorney for the civil 
service commission. This scheme was indi- 
rectly suggested at the meeting, but Presi- 
dent Dunn asserted that it was not feasible 
because of the provision that all persons. 
holding offices or places of employment 
tomorrow shall be included under the opera- 
tion of the law. But no one contends that 
these extra employés hold office and 
certain lawyers question whether they hold 
legal places of employment. 

e need a considerable number of extra 
employés from time to time said Dr. Tay- 
lor, arguing in favor of placing everybody 
under civil service who has been employed 
during the year. We may have to hold a 
special election on these bridge bonds. The 
council, by redistricting the city, may make 
a large amount of work for us during the 
summer. New precinct lines will have to be 
decided upon and new maps made. 

At election times we have countless win- 
dows—perhaps fifty—at which we must have 
experience? men. We have hada large num- 
ber of employés at the election already held, 
and they are, in-effect, absent on leave with- 
out pay. It is no substantial contradiction 
of the spirit of the merit law to include all 
of these extra employés in the classified 
service.

Our Hospital to Beat World. 

The hospital authorities and physicians of 
New York, after inspecting the plans, as- 
sured me that Cook. county will have the 
finest hospital in the United States, if not in 
the world,“ said Mr. Gerhardt yesterday aft- 
ernoon 

The new hospital buildings are to be ready 
for formal opening on June 1, 1912, Mr. Ger- 
hardt asserts. They are to replace the present 
administration building and its wings, which 
at present face Harrison street. The main 
building’ also will face Harrison street and 
will be 600 feet in length and ten stories high. 
It will contain the administration and sur- 
gical departments and the quarters for the 
infernes. The two wings, each 200 feet long 
and ten stories high, will face Lincoln and 
Wood streets. All will be built of terra cotta 
for the first few stories and of brick above, 
with terra cotta trimmings. 


Will Cost More than $2,000,000. 

The new buildings will accommodate 1,500 
patients and the cost will be between §$2,- 
000.000 and $3,000,000, according to the archi- 
tect. he hospital bond issue was for the 
ure, and whatever is left will be di- 
vided between the two branch hospitals. 

There will be ten operating rooms, con- 
nected with centralized instrument and ster- 
ilizing departments, and the surgical wards 
will number twenty-eight. The. operating 
rooms are arranged so that surgeons need 
not come in contact with other patients or 
corridor passersby, thus avoiding possible 
infection. 

The statute providing for the taking over 
of the county institutions at Dunning by the 
State is not effectivé until next spring, so 
present arrangements will not be immedi- 
ately disturbed. 

The division of the county hospital into 
branches has been opposed by many leading 
Chicago physicians, but without effect, as 
President Bartzen and the majority of the 
board are determined upon this plan. The 
opponents of division fear the main insti- 
tution will lose in prestige and equipment 
and that the branches will cause sueh an 
increased expenditure as seriously to af- 
fect the county's medical service: Their 
argument ts that arrangements could be 
made by the county with outlying hospitals 
for the care of emergency cases, as is done 
at present, in a cheaper and more efficient 
manner than by establishing branches of the 
county service.

Divorced as Bigamist. 

In 1907 she got a divorce from Maj. Hall 
in Newport on the ground of abandonmént, 
and a year ago the English courts decided 
that the American decree was invalid and 
gave Maj.

»igamy, due to her marriage to Herbert 
Harriman in Newport in 1908 Mr. Harri- 
man had been married before, his first wife 
having been Miss Isabella Hunnewell. 

On Mr. Harris’ affidavits as to his financial 
condition, Justice Bischoff denied Mrs. Har- 
ris’ motion for alimony, but gave her per- 
mission to apply in the future when she can 
show proof of change in the defendant's 
circumstances. 

Mr. Harris said that he married Kathryn 
Brady in 1888 and lived with her and their 
daughter until 1895 at Garden City. He tells 
of her great love for theatrical things and 
how she associated with young men of the 
theater of whom he did not apprbve. This 
finally led to their parting. 

Since she got her divorce and up to 1908, 
Mr. Harris said his wife has been engaged 
t@ marry three men. 


Tells of Family Warfare. 

The plaintiff (Mrs. Harris) has been con- 
tinuously at odds and engaged in-a rumpus 
at one or more times with at least one mem- 
ber of her family,“ said Mr. Harris, and 
frequently both the plaintiff, her mothé@r, and 
her sister would be engaged m a three cor- 
nered fight. 

“Only on one point was tne plalntiff, her 
mother, and her sister all agreed in their 
treatment of the deponent's daughter. That 
was to imbue thoroughly in her mind a rev- 
erence and love for the stage in general and 
of good joeking actors in particular. 

“ Deponent has been informed by his said 
daughter that her mother and her Aunt May 
had disclosed to her in her chiidhood the 
many flirtations and love affairs they had 
had with actors in fhe days of their early 
youth and how their mother, Mrs. Brady, 
had approved and encouraged them in their 
juvenile performances with actors against 
the express disapproval of their father, the 
late Justice Brady.“ 

In February, 1910, Mr. Harris says his 
daughter met “the well known young actor 
who shoertly thereafter professed a great 
ad miratſon and affection for her and she be- 
lieved she reciprocated it.“ 

Mr. Harris says that to separate his daugh- 
ter from the actor he sent the girl to Paris 
to stay with his mother until last October. 


‘Encouraged Love Affair. 

Both his former wife and her mother wrote 
many letters to his danghter in Paris, Harris 
says, encouraging her in her affections and 
admiration for dhe actor. Mrs. Brady, he 
alleges, even attempted to induce his daugh- 
ter to leave Paris and return to America and 
marry Barrymore. 

Mr. Harris submitted a letter written to 
him by Mrs. Brady, dated Jan. 4, 1908, in 
which she said Mrs. Harris had broken her 
engagement with a “low down scoundrel. 
Never tell Herbert Harriman I have written 
you; never tell May. I do not approve of 
what May is doing, but I cannot help it. She 
has bought her husband off, she is all ready 
for a third.“ 

A letter written by Mrs. Brady to Mr. Har- 
rig on Feb. 13 of that year said, in part: 

“The major has s a good bargain, 
$50,000 or $100,000, rid of a cross wife 

Herbert takes a drop once in a while. May 
is on a rampage. How they willfight. I do 
not call ita marriage. I call it a contract, or 
trial trip.” 

A letter from Mra Brady to her grand 
daughter in Paris on June 26, 1910, said:

Defense Faces Ordeal. 

The defense will have some important que- 
ries to answer when they take the lead this 
morning. More incriminating testimony 
must be explained away and some must 
simply be passed by. 

It would be a base perversion of the truth 
to say that the defense is not prepared to 
give all the explanations, all the enlighten- 
ment which is needed. Their array of 
witnesses is much more formidable than 
that of the state, and far more tractable.

Never Smokes; Drinks Little. 

The examination of the witness by W. J. 
Hynes then turned upon Hines’ personal 
habits. 

MR. HYNES—I should like to ask you what 
your habits have been as to drinking, smok- 
ing, and things of that kind? 

MR. HINES—I never have smoked and I 
rarely or occasionally take a glass of wine. 
I have taken an occasional glass of beer, 
but I do not drink any liquor. 

MR. HYNES—State with what frequency 
you have taken a glass of wine or a glass of 
beer. — 

MR. HINES—O, up to six months ago I 
never took any wipe, but on the advice of 
Dr. Billings of Chicago I have been taking 
with my evening dinner a small glass of 
burgundy. My health has not been good for 
some time. 

MR. HYNES—And as to beer, how long 
have you taken it? 

MR. HINES—O, just on very rare occa- 
sions. 

MR. HYNBS—Have you ever been slightly 
or to a higher degree under the influence of 
any alcoholic drink? 

MR. HINES—No, sir. 


Has Known Lorimer Nineteen Years. 

MR. HYNES—How long have you known 
Senator Lorimer? 

MR. HINES—About nineteen years. 

MR. HYNES—How intimately have you 
known him? Have you had any relation, 
either in business or in connection with pub- 
lic affairs, with Senator Lorimer? 

MR. HINES—Not up to about five years 
ago, I did not. — No, sir. 

MR. HYNES—And then what brought you 
together in connection with any matter of 


public or private interest! 


MR. HINES—Our company and some of 
its stockholders invested a large sum of 
money in Mississippi pine lands. We later 
secured an entrance into Gulfport and con- 
templated surveying a railroad from Poplar- 
ville to Gulfport. Congressman Lorimer be- 
came interested, at my request, and went to 
Gulfport to look into the feasibility and the 
practicability of the government taking the 
harbor over. ’ 

MR. HYNES—What was his relation to 
that question at that time? 

MR. HINES—He was a member of the 
rivers and harbors committee of the house. 

MR. HYNES—Do you mean interested as 
an investor? : 

MR. HINES—No, sir. 


Lorimer Interested in Harbor. 
MR. HYNES—Or interested as a member of 
the rivers and harbors committee? 
MR. HINES—Purely as a member of the 
rivers and harbors committee. He being the 
congressman from our district in Chicago, 


other member of the committee at that time, 
I asked the congressman to go to Gulfport to 
look over the harbor. He went to Gulfport 
anc became interested in the project. 

MR. HYNES—Do you mean in the sense 
that you have already expressed, as a mem- 
ber of the committee on rivers and harbors? 

MR. HINES—Yes. He recommended that 
the committee go down to Gulfport. After 
he came back from Gulfport the entire com- 
mittee, except the chairman and Congress- 
man Lorimer, went there in a body. It re- 
sulted in the government taking over the 
harbor and canceling an unjust contract that 
Capt. Jones had assumed. The harbor is now 
controlied by the United States government. 

MR. HYNES—Had Mr. Lorimer then, or 
has he at any time since, or at any time in his 
career, to your knowledge, been interested 
in any company in which you are interested? 

MR. HINES—No, sir. 

Helped in Campaign for Congress. 

Mr. Hines said he helped Lorimer in his 
1906 campaign for congress by lending his 
wagons for parades and ee e voters. 
Then he went into waterway matters, and 
aid the International Harvester company 
wanted to close up the west fork of the Chi- 
cago river, while the Hines company and 
Senator Le advocated its development. 

MR. HYN Now, what was the first you

HINES—The first interest that I had, 
I believe, wah when I sent Mr. Lorimer a tele- 
gram advising or recommending for his con- 
sideration A. C. Bartlett of Hibbard, Spen- 
cer, Bartlett & Co. of Chicago for the posi- 
tion of senator from IIlinois. 


A. C. Bartlett Suggested in Letter. 

Mr. Hines produced the telegram to which 

he referred. He also produced this letter to 
Mr. Lorimer, dated Feb. 1, 1909: 

Dear Sir: Confirming telegram sent 
you, of which I herewith inclose copy, 
Mr. Hibbard and I are directora of the 
Continental National bank board.

The factions seemed not to be able 
to.unite upon any one, andin my own humble 
way I thought possibly he might be a man 
they could unite upon—knowing the friendly 
feeling a great many members of the legisla- 
ture had toward him personally. That was 
the only reason I had. 

SENATOR KERN—How did you know 
that? 

MR. HINES—O, I had talked with some 
about it. I heard it generally spoken of. 
His interest in the deep waterway project in 
Illinois was being favorably commented on. 
In Chicago he was 


Had Talked to Legislators. 


SENATOR KENYON—Had you talked to 
some members of the legislature about it 

MR. HINES—I had, in an informal way, 
about the friendly feeling and how Mr. 
Lorimer was considered by them—not in ref- 
erence to the senatorship at all, just in a 
personal way. I never had discussed the 
question of Mr. Lorimer for senator with any 
one at all. 

THE CHAIRMAN—Have you 
about that interview? 

MR. HINES—Then, at that interview, he 
asked me if I had anybody in mind or any- 
body to recommend. I told him that as long 
as he asked the question, I would volunteer 
ito suggest Congressman Boutell. I ex- 
plained at that time that Mr. Boutell had 
been president of the University club in Chi- 
cago; he was a very close personalfriend, as 
I understood it, of Speaker Cannon and of 
Senator Aldrich, and stood as being a pro- 
tection Republican. He also was apparently 
in very cordial relations with the admin- 
istration. I advocated strongly his consider- 
ing Boutell if the opportunity presented 
itself. He replied the congressman had many 
good traits, and coming from Chicago would 
be a favorable proposition, but he sad: 1 
could not say how hig name would be re- 
ceived, at all.” 


Urged Boutell to Be Candidate. 


MR. HYNES—What was your next inter- 
view with anybody with respect to the sen- 
senatorial election? 

MR. HINES—I think I saw either Senator 
Penrose or Senator Aldrich a short time after 
that, and spoke about what I have stated in 
regard to Congressman Boutell. I saw Mr. 
Boutell and explained to him what I had 
done, and asked him to see what he could do 
toward interesting others in his candidacy. 
I asked him to see the president in regard to 
the matter. Mr. Boutell told me a few days 
afterwards that he hed seen the president 
and also had written some letters to Chicago 
about his candidacy. 

MR. HYNES—What became of hie candi- 
dacy? 

MR. HINES—Somewhere about—I should 
judge—-the middle of May, Congressman Lor- 
imer told me the different factions could not 
unite upon Mr. Boutell, and I went and told 
Mr. Boutell that. A short time after that—l 
should think it was along about May 20, or 
May 18 or 20, or along there somewhere—Mr. 
Aldrich sent for me again and said the condi- 
tions in Illinois indicated that no senator 
would be elected, and the legislature would 
end In a deadlock. Either from what he had 
heard from some source or upon his own 
idea, he gaid it seemed to him Congressman 
Lorimer could be elected from that state. 
He wanted to know if I would not see or 
telephone Congressman Lorimer and urge 
upon him, if it was a possibility, to become 
a candidate or assist in electing some Repub- 
Moan at the earliest date possible. That con- 
versation took place in his office. The next 
day or two afterward he telephoned me to 
meet him at his house in the evening. 


‘Hines Brings In Taft’s Name. 


SENATOR GAMBLE —Here in Washing- 
ton? 

MR: HINES—Yes, sir; at his home. I 
went there by appointment and he left word 
he was called suddenly to a night session 
of the senate finance committee and for me 
to come down here. I came down in the 
evening a little after 9 o’clock. He came 
out from the committee room and told me 
he had sent for me to discuss the Illinois 
situation. He said: 1 should like to have 
you come up to the White House this even- 
ing with me and discuss with the president 
the Illinois situatidn.’’ We discussed it for 
probably, I should judge fifteen or twenty 
minutes. He finally telephoned the president 
in my presence and asked if he could see him 
if he would come up at that time. That was 
half past 10. I remember distinctly his 
stating: It is now half past 10; if I come 
up now can I see you for a talk on an im- 
portant matter?” He did not mention the 
subject. I don't know what the reply was, 
but when he got through he said the presi- 
dent was practically through with his—I 
think he said, his appointments—and that 
he was free to see him. He asked me to 
go up tothe White House with him. I gaia: 
“Possibly the president might bg some- 
what embarrassed to talk over that situation 
with me, and J think it would be better if 1 
don't go up to the White House and you go 
up alone.“ He replied rather urging me to 
come, but finally he said: ‘* All right; you 
come up to my house and wait until I come 
back from the White House,“ He and I 
went to his house in his car, and I waited 
there until some time about 12 o'clock. When 
he returned he told me he had a long talk 
with the president about the situation. 1 
think at that time he spoke to me about the 
president speaking of Congressman Boutell's 
visit. He said the administration was anx- 
fous to have a senator elected before the 
legislature adjourned, and that they felt 
that Congressman Lorimer might be elected 
senator. They wished me to emphasize to 
him the importance, if there was a possibility 
of it, of his becoming a candidate and doing 
all he could to be elected at the earliest mo- 
ment possible.

I 
telephoned Senator Lorimer on the long 
distance telephone to Springfield from Wash- 
ington at the Willard hotel. I sent him a 
telegram, a copy of which I have. 1 called 
at our Chicago office and got Mr. Wiehe, 
our secretary, on thé wire, and I told him 
I would leave that afternoon on the Penn- 
sylvania limited for Springfield by way of 
Chicago. I asked him to telephone that 
night to Congressman Lorimer what Iwas 
doing.

SENATOR KERN—How would Boutell 
understand that?

Will arrive Chicago on Pennsylvania 
Special 8:45 tomorrow. Wire me latest news 
this morning.—H. 8. Boutell.”’ When he 
arrived I explained to him that I had been 
informed by Congressman Lorimer the dif- 
ferent factions—I had understood the govern- 
or, and I believe THE CHICAGO TRIBUND and 
others—were not favorable to his candi- 
dacy. 


Reads Telegrams Sent Lorimer. 

SENATOR KENYON—Had you seen the 
governor about it? 

MR. HINES—No, sir. Here is a telegram 
dated Washington, May 25, 1908. This is a 
copy of the original telegram from Edward 
Hines to William Lorimer, care St. Nicholas 
hotel, Springfield, III “ Aldrich author- 
izes governor calling him up by telephone 
confirming message conference last night. 
Governor requested codperate bring about 
result. Can bring message tomorrow.“ 

SENATOR KERN—You kept a copy. Why? 

MR. HINES—Well, I almed to keep a copy 
of all my telegrams—copies of all matters. 
Here is another one sent by Edward Hines 
to William Lorimer, care St. Nicholas hotel, 
Springfield, III:: Washington, May 25.— 
Leaving for Chicago today. Can go direct 
Springfield bringing message confirming 
conference held last night showing highest 
authorities want you elected before legisla- 
ture adjourns. Important to Republican 
party in LiMnois politics to have strong, ex- 
perienced man friendly to powers here elect- 
ed immediately. Needed here now. Tele- 
graph answer quick, duplicate, care Limited 
Train, Harrisburg depot.“ 


Committee Had Fund at Disposal. 

SENATOR KEN YON—They hada fund at 
their disposal. did they not? 

MR. HINES—No, not when they came up. 
They had no fund. They came here as a com- 
mittee of five appointed by a called meeting 
of the lumbermen, and Mr. Defebaugh was 
chairman of the committee. 

SENATOR KENYON —Their business was 
in connection with the general question of 
the lumber interests before congress on tariff 
matters? 

MR. HINES— es, the telegraph expenses 
and the stenographer and postage, and 
things, were paid by volunteer subscriptions. 

SENATOR KENYON—What range did 
these voluntary subscriptions cover? 

MR. HINES—O, Mr. Defebaugh, as chair- 
man of the committee, I think, sent out a let- 
ter broadcast to the lumbermen stating the 
committee had been formed, and to have 
them subscribe such sums as they were dis- 
posed to, toward defraving such expenses as 
I have enumerated at Washington. 

SENATOR KENYON-Is there any record 
anywhere of the amounts of money sent in? 

MR. HINES—I do not know. I was not on 
the committee. Mr. Defebaugh was chair- 
man. I think Mr. Whitehead was one of the 
members. and Capt. J. B. White of Kansas 
City, I think, was another. 


Copy of One Telegram Missing. 

SENATOR KERN—You have copies of the 
telegram that you sent before May 25 to 
Mr. Lorimer of which you have spoken. 

MR. HINES—No sir. The first telegram 
I have not a copy of. I cannot locate it. 

SENATOR KERN—You did not keep cop- 
ies of these telegrams then? 

MR. HINES—I believe I did. 

SENATOR KERN— Where are they? 

MR. HINES—I cannot locate that particu- 
lar telegram. I might add that this firat 
telegram possibly might have been charged 
at that time to the National Lumber Manu- 
facturers’ association and that may be one 
reason why I could not locate it. 5 

SENATOR KENTON— Did they have a 
fund to cover matters of that kind? 

MR. HINES—I don't know as you would 
call it a fund. They had at that time here 
an office with a number of employés and 
my duties were with them. 

SENATOR KENYON — Where are the 
books of that association? 

MR. HINES—The books are in St. Louis. 

SENATOR KENYON —In whose charge? 

MR. HINES—Mr. Smith ts the secretary. 

SENATOR KERN—Was Mr. Défebaugh 
treasurer at one time? 

MR. HINES—He was chairman of the com- 
mittee that had the matters in charge in 
Washington.

Tells of Arrival in Chicago. 

MR. HYNES—Let us go back, Mr. Hines, 
now. You arrived in Chicago at what time 
on your departure from Washington? What 
train was it you embarked on here? 

MR. HINES—From 8:45. to 8:33 on the 
morning of May 26, 1909. Mr. Wiehe, our 
secretary, met me. 

MR. HYNES—Did anybody go on from 
Washington with you, any of your men?

Wiehe’ had talked with Congressman Lori- 
mer the night before and the congressmen 
said for me to go to the long distance tele- 
phone and call him upon the arrival of the 
train from Washington. 

MR. HYNES—Had you intended to keep 
on to Springfield or to stop at Chicago? 

MR. HIN®HS—I' had intended to go to 
Springfield to carry out the request made by 
Senator Aldrich and see the governor and 
see other leading Republicans—members of 
the legis!ature—to impress upon their minds 
the importance of trying to unite on some 
Republican as senator from Illinois. I went 
over to the Continental and Commercial 
bank (at that time the Continental) about 
9:30 in the morning. I immediately put in 
a call through the bank telephone for Con- 
gressman Lorimer, at Springfield, III. While 
I was waiting I sent Congressman Lorimer 
this telegram: Just arrived; trying to get 
tou telephoné. Aldrich. Penrose. and higher 
r authority, as telephoned you from Wash- 
ington, want you élected. Authorized have 
governor and others call Washington by tele- 
phone and confirm this. Can be there to- 
night.“ ' 


“Higher Authority“ Meant Taft. 
SENATOR KENYON—What was the high- 
er authority? ert 
MR. HINES—I meant the president of the 
United States. In about half an hour I gota 
call to the telephone—that they had Spring- 
fleld with Congressman Lorimer on the tele- 
phone. T was in the private office talking to 
President George Reynolds of the bank. } 
was explaining my mission to Chicago, and I 
told him who I had called up, and in detail 
what I was doing. I explained to him that I 
had been gent by Senator Aldrich. I should 
judge about 10 o’clock the telephone rang and 
the boy called me to the telephone and said 
that Springfield—Congressman Lorimer—was 
on the wire. I went to the telephone, and the 
voice said: This is Congressman Lorimer.” 
I told him who I was. He said: ‘I would 
like to have you immediately call up Gov- 
ernor Deneen on the long distance telephone, 
and emphasize to him as strong as possible 
what you told me from Washington.” I again 
emphastzed to him as strongly as I could my 
conversation from Washington, the impor- 
tance to the administration of his trying to be 
elected senator. He said., When you get 
through talking with Governor Deneen call 
me up on the telephone and let me know what 
he says.“ Almost as soon ag I rang off, the 
telephone rang and the boy called me to the 
telephone. 


Tells of Phoning to Deneen. 

I went and found it was our office that was 
calling. The telephone operator notified me 
that some gentleman wanted to see me at 
the Grand Pacific hotel on urgent business 
that morning and told me it was Mr. William 
O’Brien and Mr. Wirt Cook. I told the op- 
erator I could not go over immediately, and 
to put in a call then through our office for 
Springfield—Gov. Deneen—and emphasized 
to our operator, Miss Carorll, the impor- 
tance of giving it personal attention. I 
should judge it was about 10:30 when the 
telephone at the bank rang again and the 


» boy told me that our office wanted to speak 


to me. I went to the telephone and Miss 
Carroll's voice—I recognized the voice—said 
Mr. Hines, here is Gov. Deneen at Spring- 
field. 

I said, Hello. Is that Gov. Deneen?”’ 
The voice said, ‘‘ Yes, this is Gov. Deneen at 
Springfield.”

Details Phone Talk with Governor. 

He replied: ‘‘ How do I know who I am 
talking to?”

I can call him to the tele- 
phone to conffrm who I am and the honesty of 
my message. He then appeared to recog- 
nize my voice, and said. Not necessary. 
Mr. Hines. I now recognize your voice.”

He sald, Tes, as I understood him. I said: 
“Will you see him immediately?“ and he 
said: ‘‘I will see him within ten minutes“ 
I think that was all the conversation. I 
called up our office again. I said: “ Miss 
Carroll, I want to get Congressman Lorimer, 
now, at the earliest moment possible.” She 
responded then that Mr. Cook and Mr 
O’Brien were still waiting for me at the 
Grand Pacific. and asked me if I would nor 
go over there and she would put the long 
distance call through our office exchange on 
Mr. Cook's room at the hotel. When the tele 
phone rang off the boy again came to me and 
said. Some one wants to see you on the 
Wire.“ I told Mr. Reynolds what Gov. De- 
neen had said. 

I went from there right direct to the Grand 
Pacific hotel. I met Mr. Baker in the lobby 
of the hotel. He gave me the number of Mr. 
Cook's room. I waited just a few moments 
and wentup. There were present Mr. Cook, 
and Mr. O’Brien, and Mr. Baker. This was 
shortly after 11 o'clock that day. We were 
in the room, I should judge, fifteen or twenty 
minutes, when the telephone rang. Mr. 
Cook went to the telephone and said, “ Mr. 
Hines, you are wanted at the telephone.“ 


Phones Lorimer from Cook’s Room. 
SENATOR KERN—Was Mr. Wiehe there? 
MR. HINES—When I got to the room Mr. 

Wiehe was not there. He came in some time 
shortly before the telephone message. I 
went to the telephone, and Miss Carroll, our 
operator, said: Here is Congressman Lor- 
imer at Springfield.” I said. Hello, con- 
gressman; I have just talked with the gov- 
ernor, and he said he would see vou imme- 
diately.“ The congressman replied: He 
has already seen me.” I then Said: ‘“ Now 

if I can do anything I will come down on the 
afternoon train.” He replied, not to come 
down until he would telephone me. He said: 
“Tf my name goes before the legislature 
today you could not assist any in time to 
come here. If you could assist tomorrow I 
will let you know later in the afternoon by 
telephone.

3. It was definitely learned tha: the check 
for $72,000 intended for Mrs. Jenkins, wh.ch 
has been mentioned in these proceedings was 
from Nathan Allen of Kenosha, Wis, ond 
that more than one-half—$41,000 in all-was 
paid by Mrs. Jenkins to her lawyers to cover 
the expense incurred in recovering the jewels 
from the men declared by Mooney & Boland 
operatives to have been the thieves. 

4. This firm of detectives, who admittedly 
arranged for the return of the jewels, has 
information which might lead to the imme- 
diate arrest of the thieves.

5. Millions of dollars have been lost to the 
government, it is asserted by those who 
know, through the facility with which 
wealthy Americans can declare a residence

HEN WOOD GUILTY OF MURDER } 


Slayer of Copeland Convicted in 
Trial at Denver. 


VON PHUL CASE COMES NEXT. 


Hearing on Killing of St. Louis Aviator 
Set for July 5. 


Denver, Colo, June 29.—Harold Frank 
Henwood, slayer of George E. Copeland of 
Victor, Colo., who was shot accidentally by 
Henwood when the latter killed Sylvester L. 
Von Phul, the St- Louis aeronaut, today was 
found guilty of murder in the second degree, 
The penalty is from ten years to life imprison- 
ment. 

District Judge Whitford granted a ten 
days’ stay of execution to give the defend- 
ant's Counsel opportunity to file a motion for 
a new trial. 

Henwood maintained his calm demeanor 
when the verdict was announced. 

Jam disappointed, of course,” he said to 
newspaper men, “ but I am sure that if a 
second trial is granted I will ultimately regain 
my freedom.”’ , 


Self-Defense Plea Fails. 

The information on which Henwood was 
tried charged willful, deliberate murder, and 
the plea of Henwood was self-defense. This 
plea was based on previous quarrels between 
Von Phul and Henwood, during two of which 
blows were struck. The defense also claimed 
that Von Phul was reaching for a gun and 
that Henwood fired, fearing his life was in 
danger. 

When arrested Henwood expressed no re- 
gret over the shooting of Von Phul, but said 
he was sorry he wounded innocent persons. 
He told the chief of police and reporters that 
the trouble was over chorus girls. 

It developed, howéver, that Henwood had 
been trying to campel Von Phu! to return 
letters written to Von Phul by Mrs. John W. 
Springer, a wife of a Denver banker. Mrs. 
Springer has been sued for divorce and the 
hearing has been set for next month.

WITHNEW DEGREE 


Chicagoan Given Doctorate of 


Public Health by Univer- 
sity of Michigan. 


WILL TEACH SANITATION. 


Institution to Open Additional 
Courses to Men of Medicine * 
in the Autumn. 


Ann Arbor, Mich.. June 29.—[Special. }]—The 
honorary degree of doctor of public health 
was conferred upon Dr. William Augustus 
Evans of Chicago at the sixty-seventh an- 
nual commencement exercises of the Univer. 
sity of Michigan today. This is the first time 
this degree hae been conferred at Michigan. 
in honoring the Chicago physician, President 
Hutchins of the university said: 

“ The university, recognizing the mestima- 
ble value of preventive medicine to the peo- 
ple, has recently provided for a course of in- 
struction heading to the degree of doctor of 
public health. It is certainly fitting that the 
first recipient of this degree should be Dr. 
Wiliem A. Evans of Chicago, a man who, for 
a number of years, bas controlled the sanita- 
tion of the metropolis of the north west, 
whose service in that regard has been con- 
sp'cuous for its efficiency.” 


New Courses in Fall. 

The courses leading to the degrees of mas- 
ter of public health and doctor of public 
dealth have but recently been approved by 
the board of regents of the university and 
will be offered for the first time next fall. 
The only other universities In the United 
States offering these courses are Pennsyl- 
vania, Columbia, and Harvard. Some work 
in this course is demanded of all physicians 
practicing in Great Britain. 

Candidates for either degree must first have 
the degree of bachelor of science or bachelor 
of arts, and the further degree of doctor of 
medleins! The course leading to the degree 
of master of science is of one year, covering 
work in advanced bacteriology and para- 
sitology, practical hygiene, physical educa- 
tion, sanitary engimeering, building, zanita- 
tion, hydraulic work, autopsy technique, spe- 
cial pathology of infectious diseases, social 
end vital statistics, sanitary legislation. 


Work in Four Schools. 

The moral character of applicants for these 
degrees must be shown to be above question. 
The examination in the courses before the 
degree is conferred. is both theoretical and 
practical. The candidate for a degre must 
carry out à piece of original investigation of 
sufficient value, present a thesis on the same, 
and successfully defend this thesis. 

The course leading to the degree of doctor 


of public health is of two years, identical 


with the one described above, but the second 
_ Year must be spent in research work anda 
secone thesis prepared and defended. 


DR, EVANS’ CAREER IN CHICAGO. 

Dr. William A. Evans, as health commis- 
sioner of Chicago, transformed the depart- 
ment of health from little more than a name 
to one of the most useful branches of the city 
governmem. 
creased three times. In the number of mén 
and equipment it was doubled. In the matter 
of eee it became 60 to 75 per cent better. 

Among; the 2 Une@ which Dr. Evans 
inaugurated, buféau of publicity and 
education probably stands foremost. He has 
always maintained that the chief work of 
the health department in its prevention of 
disease lies in the education of the people. 
The bureau published a weekly health story 
in popular style and distributed it through- 
out the city. A corps of lecturers was estab- 
Mehed by Dr. Evans, who invited the organi- 
gations of the city to avail themselves of the 
department's lecturers. He himself gave on 
an_average one lecture à day throughout his 
term of office. 


Makes Health Bulletin “Readable.” 

Dr. Evans also enlarged the scope of the 
weekly health bulletin, eliminating much of 
the dry technical and statistical matter and 
substituting for it advice on health topics 
of more service to the public. It was prob- 
ably the foremost journal of its kind in the 
world, and has been widely copied. Another 
branch of the educational side of the depart- 
ment was the bulletin board service which 
he started. Weekly health bulletins were 
pested in many of the factories, department 
stores, and commercial houses in the city. 

Probably the most discussed of bis inno- 
vations in the department is his work on 
ventilation and impure air diseases, a subject

Affidavits in Graft Trial at 
Gary Disclose Alleged 
Slugging Methods. 


MARK SHERIFF AS VICTIM 


“Dog Face Charley“ 


Yoeonovie

Give Conspiracy Testimony. 


The prosecution in the case of Mayor 
Thomas E. Knotts and other city officials 


| introduced two sensational affidavits yester- 
day, executed by Mike (Dog Face Charley) 
' Yoconovic and 
made while they were in the Crown Point 


Diamond Bill” Frazier. 
while they were in the Crown Point jail. 

The cases are on trial at Valparaiso, before 
Special Judge Hanley of Rensselaer. The 
defendants are accused of conspiracy, and 
the charges are the outgrowth of the election 
riots last November and the allegd attempt 
to kill Sheriff Grant of Lake county. 


In scope and size it was in- 


formerly entirely neglected by the depart- 
ment. He showed that the impure air dis- 
eases, such as pneumonia, tuberculosis, and 
bronchitis, caused ten ‘times the number of 
deaths as’ smallpox, diphtheria, and scarlet 
fever, diseases which had formerly taken up 
the greater part of the efforts of the depart- 
ment 


Leads Tuberculosis Crusade. 


Dr. Evans took up the question of tuber- 
culosis not enly from the educational side, 
but from the milk and housing side. He 
was instrumental in the establishment of 
the new municipal tuberculosis sanitarium. 
The ordinance requiring the milk sold in 
Chicago to come from cows tested for tu- 
berculosis or else to be pasteurized came 
only after a hard fight by Dr. Evans. 

Dr. Evans was personally responsible for 
a crusade to take bakeries and restaurant 
kitchens out of basements. His idea was to 
furnish the employés better sanitary sur- 
roundings and the people a better quality of 
food. The bureau of food inspection was in- 
creased during the term of Dr. Evans from 
a body of six or seven men to a bureau of 
eighty men, the majority of whom are work- 
ing in the field. 

The system of examining school children, 
which was formerly one merely for con- 
taglous diseases, was changed by Dr. Evans 
so that the children were examined for all 
physical defects. He brought to the de- 
partment a squad of sixty nurses to work 
among the school children. Among the 
other things which he established was a 
contagious disease hospital for the treatment 
of diphtheria patients. He also established 
the Lake Michigan water commission, to pre- 
vent the pollution of Lake Michigan. 

There was more real organized effort to 
prevent infant.mortality in Chicago during 
the term of Dr. Evans than ever before. He 
organized the infant welfare commission 


— 
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to appropriate money for the establishment 
of a bureau of infant hygiene 


Address by Prof. Judson. 

President Harry Pratt Judson of the Un- 
versity of Chicago was the commencement 
orator. 

“Two results are everywhere apparent. 

From the economic efficiency of the age 
there flow comfort and freedom. With all 
the misery which we know, yet there was 
never a time when comfort was so widely 
diffused. Food. clothing. shelter were never 
eo abundant and so easily won. Freedom, 
too, is not primarily the product of law so 
much as of income. 
But in the second place, there is an in- 
creasing and pressing demand for skilled and 
intelligent help. One hears sometimes the 
lament that the new conditions do not afford 
adequate room tor young men. It is an 
error. There never were so many chances 
for the right kind of young men as at this 
moment. Everywhere it is difficult to get 
brains, honesty, and industry. They form 
a capital always in demand, always in the 
end sure of reward and proof against panic 
or fluctuation in the price of securities.” 

President Judson took a whack at the 
publie schools, claiming they might be made 
to comsider the needs of the masses of the 
children of the poor if more manual training 
were introduced into the lower grades of 
the public schools, for, he claimed, the edu- 
cation of the poor must be limited toa few 
years, and if in these years they get some- 
thing which would help them to help them- 
selves in after life, it were better than 
some of the training offered in the schools 
of the land today.

Corporation Counsel Says Charge Will 
Not Pass Courts. 


After three months of jockeying by the 
aldermen supporting the measure, the Har- 
kin ordinance amendment, which its op- 
ponents charged was aimed to give the brew- 
erles a corner on all thh saloon licenSes in 
Chicago, received a bliw yesterday from 
which it probably will nqt recover.

ARTIST DE LONGPRE 1S DEAD 


Famous Painter of Flowers Closes 
Life in California Home. 


WON FAME IN HARDSHIP. 


Born of Poor Family in Paris He 
Y Climbed Upward Quickly. 


Los Angeles, Cal., June 29.—[Special ]— 
Paul de Longpre, the noted painter of flow- 
ers, died in his home at Hollywood, Cal., late 
this evening. ; 

Born in Paris in 1855, De Longpre was one 
of ten childrem who had few early advan- 
tages. He often said that even such school- 
ing opportunities as he had were occasion- 
ally sidetracked in favor of a trip to the 
fisids for the companionship of foliage and 
wiki flowers. 


Begins Life of Art. 

At the age of 12 he had fifteen months of 
education to his credit and was obliged to 
seek employment. He had found numerous 
purchasers among his fellows for somewhat 
crude delineations of daisies, roses, and but- 
tercups, and now finding a demand for more 
finished handiwo in the phepe of fan 
decorations, he submitted specimens with 
fear and trembling, and soon his success was 
assured, and he exhibited at the Paris salon 
in 1876 and following years. 

He married at a little over 18 years of age. 
Several years afterward he met with finan- 
cial reverses by the failure of the largest 
Paris bank, and he came to New York to 
begin life all over again. 


Wins Fame in America. 

Hs risked his all to make his first exhibt- 
tion, consisting only of flower paintings. 
Its success was immediate, and in a few fears 
more he was enabled to move with his family 
to southern California. 

In recent years more than 25,000 art stu- 
dents, in the United States alone, copied the 
studies of De Longpre, and there has been 
published more than enough of his pictures 
to put two in each home in this country.

LONDON, June 29.—The American Ambas- 
sador and Mre. Reid gave a dinner at Dorches- 
ter house tonight, which was in the nature of 
a farewell to the Duke of Connaught, who, 
after the king’s visit to Ireland, Scotland, and 
Wales will go to Canada to assume the gov- 
ernor..generaiship. 

The duke was accompanied by the duchess, 
Princess Patricia, and Prince Arthur of 
Connaught. The party invited to meet them 
formed a distinguished company of dipio- 
mats, statesmen, and persons socially prom!- 
nent, Sir Wilfrid Laurier, the Canadian pre- 
mier, was among th present. and many 
Americans and colonials attended the dance 
which followed the dinner. 

There were 120 dinerse—much the largest 
affair given by Ambassador and Mrs. Reid 
since they came to England. 


Many Titled Persons Present. 

The ambassador took in the Duchess of 
Connaught. Mrs. Reid was escorted by the 
duke. At their tables were the French, 
Russian, Austrian, and German ambassa- 
dors, Prince and Princess Alexander of 
Teck, the Duke and Duchess of Rutland, the 
Duke and Duchess of Portland, the Duke 
and Duchess of Roxburghe, the Duke of 
Norfolk, the Duke of Richmond, the 
Duchess of Westminster, the Duchegs of 
Beaufort, the Marquis and Marchioness of 
Salisbury, the Marchioness of Lansdowne, 
Lady Crewe, the Countess de Beckendorff, 
the Countess of Cadogen, and Charles P. 
Taft, who took in the Countess of Powis.

Hundreds at the Reception. 

Several hundred came into the reception 
and dance, including the Duke and Duchess 
of Argyll, Princess Christian, the Crown, 
Prince and Princess of Sweden, the Crown 
Prince and Princess of Roumania, a number 
of Indian officers, members of the diplomatic 
corps and their wives.

Police at Hull Make Many Charges 
Into Crowds of Seamen.

HOPE FOR PEACE ENDS. 


Demanded by Workers. 


LONDON, June 29.—Serious rioting in con- 
nection with the seamen’s strike occurred 
in several ports in England and on the con- 
tinent today. 

At Hull more than twenty persons were 
injured, including severa! policemen. of whom 
three were seriously injured. The riots, 
which continued until midnight, resulted 
from the failure to reach a settlement be- 
tween the ship owners and the strikers. 


Reserves are Called Out. 

It bécame necessary to call out reinforce- 
ments of police, and eventually the disturb- 
ances were quelled by a series of charges, 
which drove the men from the streets. The 
Shipping Federation office windews were 
smashed and the free labor premises were 
wrecked by the angry strikers. Much dam- 
age was done to the Wilson line office. 

The striking dockhands terrorized the 
quayside at Amsterdam today, beating non- 
unionists and molesting their wives and chil- 
ren and smashing the windows of the ship 
stores. Policemen who tried to intervene 
were saved from being thrown into the sea 
only by the timely arrival of troops. 


Three Lines Grant Increase. 

The Canadian Pacific railway, the Allan 
line, and the Cunard line yielded this morn- 
ing. The stewards of the Dmprese of Britain 
have returned to work and the loading of the 
Tunisian has been resumed.

WAR ON THE SLUMS. 

The Association of Commerce placed 
upon its constructive program this year the 
subject of bousing.“ The housing com- 
mittee has just listened to a report of inves- 
tigators directed by Mr. Wilbur Messer of 
the T. M. C. A. Its facts astonished the 
committee, as they would astonish the great 
majority of Chicagoans, who little realize 
that in this great, sprawling, ample city 
there are districts packed and swarming. 

In short, the association now knows, as 
all the community ought to know, that 
Chicago has a housing problem, and for the 
honor and well being of the city ought to be 
promptly and vigorously about its solution. 
The association is planning a propaganda 
for model lodging houses and tenements, 
and will call a convention of experts to dis- 
euss and lay outa program. Tun Tarsune 
hopes to see the subject of congestion dealt 
with in the broadest way. There ought to 
be no congested districts and no great area 
of high piled tenements, even if they are 
models. The broad ideal should be the cot- 


| tage, and to this end cheap and quick trans- 


portation enters vitally into the problem. 
Of course a certain part of the population 
must live in tenements, and it ought to be 
possible for a public spirited and enterpris- 
ing community to see that such tenements 
are fit for the occupancy of decent American 
citizens and citizens to be. 
But every effort should be made to en- 
courage and make easy a constant drift up 
and away from tenements to cottage dis- 
tricts, es 
In a city like Berlin, where an autocratic 
government assures.an efficiency we cannot 
hope for until our sense of citizenship is a 
good deal keener and more farsighted than 
now, it is possible to plan largely, to set 
apart industrial and residence districts, lo- 
cated in proper relation to each other, and 
laid out in scientific detail. And we, too, 
may and should learn to plan largely, even 
though we may not be able to carry it out as 
promptly or as consisteutly as Berlin. 

Congested districts are a forcing plant 
for disease, suffering, crime, and social in- 
efficiency. Chicago should refuse to permit 
them to exist. The Association of Com- 
merce is to be congratulated for its public 
spirited determination to attack this evil,

BERATING THE PRESIDENT. 

Senators who are antagonizing the Cana- 
dian reciprocity agreement do not contine 
themselves to predictions—which time will 
falsifyof its hurtfulness to the farmers. 
There would have been no agreement for 
them to mourn or grow indignant over if it 
had not been for President Taft. So these 
senators fall foul of the president for his 
statesmanlike act. 

The other day Senator Nelson said that 
the president’s course in the matter had 
been “novel, unusual, and without prece- 
dent.” Worse than that, it had been “ un- 
constitutional and unwarranted.” He had 
nine senators to listen to his arraignment. 
The galleries were empty. Nobody is listen- 
ing to anti-reciprocity speeches and nobody 
takes the trouble to answer them. 

The senators who make them are of- 
fended because the president dogs not keep 
silent and let them do all the talking. It 
displeases them that he should go to Chicago 
and elsewhere and make reciprocity 
speeches. The intimation that he would 
veto the reciprocity bill if it were amended 
in any particular is peculiarly abhorrent to 
Senator Cummins. He professes to see in 
it the beginning of the end of the dignity, 
the power, and the respectability of congress 
and the senate.” 

The president, through his veto power, is 
a part of the lawmaking power. He has as 
much right to let it be understood that he 
will veto a bill if amended as a senator has 
to say that he will not vote for a bill unless 
it is amended to suit him. 

None of this criticism hurts the president. 
The country pays no attention to it. It 
understands his reasons for getting the 
reciprocity agreement and approves of them. 
It does not so clearly understand the mo- 
tives of those who are opposing it and him, 
but it has grave doubts concerning them. 


ORIENTAL GUESTS FROM THE 
CORONATION. 

Oriental portions of the coronation 
show will be seen in the United States, 
The return to Japan gives Admiral Togo 
an opportunity to visit America, and he 
plans to see Washington, Philadelphia, 
New York, and Boston.

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ROMANCE of near half a century 


ago, namely; the marriage of Gen. 
Prince Joseph Windischgraetz, com- 
mander of the Archer guard of Em- 
peror Francis Joseph, to the famous 
ballerina, Maria Taglione, is recalled by the 


death last week of her sister, Augusta Tag- 
lione, m a private hospital at Berlin in the 


presence of her nephew, Prince Francis 
Windischgraetz, who inherits the whole of 
her considerable fortune. 


The bequest will prove welcome to the 
prince. For some years ago he was com- 


pelled by reason of his financial extrava- 
gance to surrender his commission in the 
Austrian army. Indeed, so serious were the 
scrapes in which he had become involved, 
that he found it necessary to leave not only 
Austria, but even Europe, for South Amer- 
ica. It was on condition of his keeping the 
Atlantic between them that his father and 
other relatives in Austria consented to make 
him an allowance for the maintenance of his 
wife and children, who insisted upon fol- 


lowing him into exile. 


He lived for a se. with them at Petrop- 

olis, near Rio, where one of his children was 
born, and then made his way with them to 
Buenos Aires, where, through his father’s 
influence with the Argentine minister at 
Vienna, he secured a position as instructor 
of cavalry. While there he attracted un- 
pleasant attention by his arrest and impris- 
onment for the gross maltreatment of his 
little (then 6 year old) boy, Prince Joseph, 
now 16 years of age. This cost him his posi- 
tion in the Argentine service, and when he 
attempted to return to Brazil he was arrest- 
ed on the frontier as an Argentine spy. 
_ The death of his father in 1906 enabled him 
to make some compromise with his creditors, 
to obtain his discharge in bankruptcy—that 
is to say, the removal of the curatel—and to 
settle down with his children at Neu Pern- 
stein, near Kirchdorf, in upper Austria, 
where he has since resided. For he was the 
only child of Prince * and of his bal- 
lerina wife. 


~- 

The latter, born in 1833. as the daughter of 
the composer of “ Satanella,” was as su- 
preme in the art of dancing as Jennie Lind 
cr Adelina Patti in the art of singing. She 
made her debut in London in 1849 and im- 
mediately won for herself the eminence en- 
joyed by Grisi and Fanny Elsler. Queen 
Victoria was one of her warmest admirers. 
She subsequently became premiere danseuse 
of the grand operas of Vienna, Berlin, and 
St. Petersburg, and among her best friends 
was Emperor Nicholas I. of Russia. 

Just about the same time that Prince Adal- 
bert of Prussia contracted a morganatic 
marriage with her friend and comrade, 
Fanny Elsler, created on that occasion 
Baroness Barnim, Duke William of Meck- 
lenburg-Schwerin became infatuated with 
her and made her an offer of marriage. Tag- 
lione, however, was too proud to be con- 
tented with a mere morganatic union, which 
was all that the duke could offer her, and 
accordingly she declined to have anything 
to do with him. 

A few years later she contracted an ordt- 
nary marriage with Gen. Prince Joseph 
Windischgraetz, who had been a suitor for 
her hand for some slx or seven years pre- 
viously. And so high was the regard in 
which she was held and so unblemished was 
her respectability that the Windischgraetz 
family, in spite of its being a mediatized 
house, decided, with the sanction of Em- 
peror Francis Joseph, to concede to her all 
the titles and prerogatives of a Princess of 
W indischgreets. 


~~ 
Of course, the princess did not go to court, 
But her salon became one of the most pop- 
ular in the Austrian capital, and it was 
there that Prince Frederick Kraft Hohen- 
lohe, the military attaché of the Russian 
embassy, was, according to the admissions 
contained in his autoblography, published 
some years ago, enabled to pick up all those 
valuable pieces of information concerning 
the military and political moves of Aus- 
tria. which proved so invaluable to the au- 
thorities at Berlin, first and foremost to 
Prince Bismarck 
Although Prince Francis Windiechgraets 
has been permitted to take up his residence 
in Austria, he has not been able to recover 
his commission in the army, nor by reason 
of his mother’s non-noble birth, is he quali- 
fied for any of those offices such as cham- 
berlain to the emperor, etc., which consti- 
tute more or less a prerogative of men of 
blue blood in Austria and Hungary. In one 
word he is not hoffahig.“ although he is a 
full fledged scion of one of the formerly 
petty sovereign houses of Germany, which 
were mediated by the congress of Vienna, 
after the overthrow of Napoleon, in the 
second decade of the nineteenth century. 
His numerous children will be subjected 
to the same disadvantages, although their 
mother is by birth a countes of the similarly 
mediatized house of Harrach. They are all 
disqualified by the non-noble origin of their 
grandmother.

The house of Windischgraetz is one of the 
most ancient-and illustrious of Europe, hav- 
ing been established in Styria since the thir- 
teenth century. Its chief is Prince Alfred, 
who for a number of years was prime minis- 
ter of Austria, who is now president of the 
Austrian house of lords, and whose eldest 
son, Vincent, was recently attaché of the 
Austrian embassy at Washington. One of 
its members, namely, Prince Otto, is married 
to Archduchess Elizabeth, grandchild of Em- 
peror Francis Joseph, and the only daughter 
of the late Crown Prince Rudolf. Princess 
Marie Windischgraetz is the wife of Duke 
Paul of Mecklenburg-Schwerin. The late 
Prince Hugo was married to Duchess Louise 
of Mecklenburg-Schwerin and there have 
been many other matrimonial alliances of the 
Windischgraetzes with the now reigning 
dynasties of Europe. 

In Vienna, however, the name of this fam- 
fly is not beloved. For the people of that 
gay capital can never forget that it was 
Field Marshal Prince Alfred Windischgraetz, 
the grandfather of the present Prince Fran- 
cis, who subjected the inhabitants to all the 
horrors of siege, martial law, and bombard- 
ment in 1848, when they had revolted against 
the crown and government, massacred sev- 
eral of the ministers, including the unfortu- 
nate Count Latour, and had driven the im- 
perial family from the metropolis to seek 
refuge in the stronghold of Olmutz. 

It was Prince Nicholas Windischgraetz, 
who was directed by the court of Vienna to 
escort, as principal chamberlain, Arch- 
duchess Marie Antoinette to France on the 
occasion of her marriage to the Dauphin, 
afterward Louis XVI., and so fascinating 
was the prince’s wife that the courtiers at 
Versailles transformed her name, so diffi- 
cult for them to pronounce, into Mme. de 
Vingt-Mille-Graces (madame of the twenty 
thousand graces). When she afterward re- 
turned to Vienna Emperor Joseph IL de- 
came her most devoted admirer and is re- 
ported by historians to have been complete- 
ly subject to her influence. 


RARE JAPANESE IMAGE. 

Arare and precious specimen of the haniwa, 
or clay image, was recently discovered during 
an excavation being made in forest lang 
owned by Mr. Naojiro Oohata of Kuroko- 
mura, Ibarak prefecture.

THE NAVAL TIME SERVICE. 
Chicago, June 29.—[To the Friend of 
the People.]—For more than ten years I 
have been able, from my office, to see the 
time ball on the Masonic temple, which 
is supposed to go down every day at 12 
o’clock noon, to indicate the correct time. 
The service is maintained by the- /govern- 
ment. I should like to know why it is 
that this operation is not performed reg- 
ularly. Sometimes the ball is not sent up 
at all, sometimes it is sent up but docs 
not go down at 12 o’clock. but five or ten 
minutes after.

The naval time service of the United States, like 
that of other countries, is primarily intended for 
mariners, to give them the exact time, so that 
they may obtain the errors of their chronomet- 
ers. At the Naval Tics. observatory at Wash- 
ington, D. C., is situated a master clock, set to 
standard time of the seventy-fifth meridian, with 
an electrical attachment, such that, by closing a 
switch the clock can be made to beat off seconds of 
time. This clock can also be connected, through 
the Western Union telegraph line, by further 
switches, with the various branch hydrographic 
offices throughout the country. At exactly 5-min- 
utes of noon, Washington standard time, the 
switghes referred to ere thrown in and the 
clock immediately begins to beat off seconds of 
time on the repeaters at the various offices and 
naval time stations. As Chicago's time is one 
hour earlier than that of Washington, the noon- 
time at Washington arrives at Chicago at 11 
o’clock a. m. From these time ticks the clock in the 
hydrographic office here is corrected so that the 
time ball can later be dropped exactly at noon. 
Now the master clock in the office here in Chi- 
cago has the same electrical attachment ae the 
observatory clock in Washington, but instead of 
using it to repeat time seconds at other places, it 
is used to beat seconds on a gong in the rotunda 
of the postoffice and to Grop the ball, through 
an electric release. At 5 minutes of noon the 
signal is given to hoist the ball and the clock 
drops it automatically at 12. 

Now, referring to conditions at Chicago, I want 
to say that the time ball is situated on the top 
of Masonic Temple, in which building the hydro- 
graphic office formerly was. The hydrographic 
office was moved to the Federal building, but the 
time ball wae left at the temple, so as to be in 
full sight of the harbor, and our office has a 
private wire connecting it with the roof of the 
temple. The time ball and this office are there- 
fore so situated that the fall of the ball can- 
not be seen from the office, so that there is no 
way of checking the fall of the ball with the eye. 
Moreover, there is only one person In the hydro- 
graphic office and his attention is 90 taken up with 
the other duties of the office that it is impossible 
for any one to be on the top of the temple to over- 
gee the fall. Under these conditions it is neces- 
sary for us to rely, as to whether the ball drops 
on time or not, on the information given us by 
the person on top of the temple. 

Our office record, derived in this way, shows that 
since Jan. 1 of the present year the time ball 
failed to drop on time on eight occasions, for 
various reasons. During the two y and three 
months that the office has been under our charge 
this Is the first complaint that has been made. 
The officers of vessels coming to this port, and 
it is for them that the time is primarily kept, have 
many times expressed their satisfaction with its 
performance. 

As your correspondent is quite general in his com- 
plaint, I would suggest that it is more than prob- 
able that the fault lies with his time piece, It 
is well nigh Impossible to keep a watch in such 
a condition that it will keep perfect time, for any 
length of time, owing to changes in temperature, 
jars, and the Uke, and this may account for the 
apparent discrepancy. J. H. COMPORT,

THE BLINDING AUTO LIGHT. 

Chicago, June 27.—{ Editor of The Tribune. ] 
I understand that certain cities have passed 
a law forbidding the use of searchlights or 
any bright light on autos on the city 
streets. and it seems to me Chicago might 
well follow this example. The dangers of 
driving an auto at night are only increased, 
both for driver and pedestrian, by the blind- 
ing lights suddenly flashed in one’s eyes. 

Every one realizes that for a moment at 
least the eye is blinded, and in that moment 
of blindness the accident happens. One need 
only stand a few moments at any prominent 
street corner to realize the strain of facing 
the continuous procession of flashes, and 
the driver behind the brightest light is as 
easily dazzled as any one when an opposing 
light is fiashed in his eyes. 

The sailor permits no bright light to be 
shown at sea, and in the inky darkness his 
eyes serve him well. Were the brilliant auto 
light abolished from the streets every one 
would travel them with more safety and com- 
fort. If you are in sympathy with this idea 
can you not do something to help bring 
about a change?

PAPER CORES FOR STREET CAR 

WHEELS. 

Chicago, June 28 [Editor of The Tribune. 1 
Not only is it impossible to carry on 4 
connected conv ersation near a car line. but 
the cause for some of the increase in in- 
somnia and insanity must be laid to the 
infernal noise of the street car. 

Place an anvil on a cement sidewalk and 
hammer on it and you get all the noise there 
is in it. Run a lawn mower or any vehicle 
with tron wheels over the same material 
and the noise approximates that of a street 
car. Set the same anvil in a box of sand 
and the sound of the anvil loses ite ring. 

Run a truck over a substance that does 
not reflect the vibration, and you can scarce- 
ly hear it. We have good evidence of this 
where the street car company has laid tem- 
porary tracks on a bed of sand over the side 
roadbed. So much for the foundation. 

The street car company places the blame on 
„ flat wheels. That is not the kind of noise 
we complain about. It is the steady, loud 
rumble or roar that makes the head feel 
about the same way. 

The Pullman cars, with their wheels of 
steel tires on a core of compressed paper, do 
not make anything like the noise of the solid 
chijled iron wheels, because the vibrations 
are lost in the paper core. Compel the car 
companies to lay their tracks on a bed of 
sand instead of concrete and equip their cars 
with paper core wheels. It will cost some- 
but are not the property, health, and 
lives of over 2,000,000 people worth many 
times more than any cost?

EAST LOANS TO CHICAGO BANKS: 


Institutions Borrow in New York at 
3% Per Cent for Six 
Months,

The matter of price regulation was one of 
the chief matters of concern so proceed the 
indictments.

These ratios were regarded as the allotments 
of business allowed to each company. The 
method by which the companies had them- 
selves bound to these allotments also was. 
prescribed. 


Fined for Overproduction, 

Within a stated number of days after the 
first of each month, in case Jackson indicated 
to any of them that its allotment had been 
exceeded, the offending company was to de- 
posit, with him a cash penalty, which varied 
according to the amount of the excess. For 
instance, the Bare Copper Wire association 
provided that if any of its members did busi- 
hess in excess of its allotment, the member 
would pay to Jackson 50 cents for each 100 
pounds of copper wire for which it took orders 
beyond what was allowed to it. 

The cash so collected went to form a guar- 
antee deposit which was forfeited in case 
the member withdrew from the association. 
This money Jackson was to hold continuously 
as treasurer. Further, upon the formation 
of the association, the members pald intothie 
guarantee fund sums ranging from $1,000 to 
$5,000. These deposits, serving as guaran- 
tees of good faith, were forfeitable in case the 
depositor did not live up to the regulations of 
the association. 

Jackson, as supervisor of the association, 
was to fix the base price of bare copper wire, 
and this price was to remain in force until 
he changed it. All sales were to be at this 
rate.

New York, June 20.—On a small volume 
of trading the stock market swung back to- 
ward a higher range today, following yes- 
terday's effective bear raid.

Reports which have been heard frequently 


ot late in the financial district, bearing upon 


‘possible anti-trust proceedings of an impor- 
tant nature by the government, were circu- 
lated more positively, and may have been 
responsible, in part, for the restriction of 
business. These intimations seemed to find 
no response in the stock market, although 
in the last hour there were evidences of sell- 


ing pressure. Se aes 

Prices recovered after a brief 0 
in a manner which seemed to demonstrate the 
underlying strength of the market. 

Among the mdustrials the American Tobacco 
securities were the strongest. The brisk rise in 
the preferred stock and the bonds wag almost coin- 
cident with the issuance of the Supreme court’s 
mandate in the tobacco case. 


Smelting Partly Recovers. 


American Smelting was prominent by reason of 
its strength, recovering a part of its recent loss. 

Toledo, St. Louls and Western was the weak fea- 
ture of the railroad list, both the common and 
preferred receding on the report that its dividend 
policy might be Influenced by the suspension of 
paymente of Chicago and Alton preferred, which 
it controls.

Trade in wheat was dull and choppy all 
through the session yesterday, but coarse 
grains were strong and buoyant.

Proved materially since the rains. In re- 
gard to conditions elsewhere in the spring 
wheat territory reports were favorable, and 
those from Canada were especially so.

CHICAGO LIVE STOCK MARKET. 


Another runaway market for lambs at 
Chicago was experienced yesterday, and 
packers boosted values up to $7.65, against 
$6.85 Monday, before they had their orders 
filled. Reports here were to the effect that 
the West Virginia crop of spring lambs had 
been greatly curtailed. and that New Jer- 
sey, Baltimore, and Washington, D. C., or- 
ders were coming here instead. The south- 
ern crop, which was expected to run 25 per 
cent in excess of last year’s, is beginning to 
show: signs of giving out, and packers’ re- 
ceipts direct from Louisville are decreasing 
rapidly. 

The hog market retained all of the firmness 
shown late on Wednesday, and sales were 
made at strong to ic higher prices, with best 
hogs at $6.55. The average price at $6.42 was 
10c higher than Wednesday’s. Fat beeves 
also sold briskly at firm figures. with the top 
at $6.75. Cows and heifers were largely 25c 
higher than on Monday, and nearly as much 
gain Was reported in prices of stock and 
feeding steers.

In many of the 
smaller stations, it is said, where sanitary 
drinking cup machines have not been in- 
Stalled, the water may be shut off entirely. 
On some trains paraffin or oiled paper in- 
dividual] cups may be obtained from a slot 
machine for a cent, but the roads generally 
will rely on the train butcher to provide 
thirsty passengers with either a paraffin or 


aluminium cup for a consideration. 


May Use Bubbling Cups. 

Eventually, it is said, bubbling cups will 
be provided, at least at the principal stations 
which are not now 80 equipped, but, al- 
though some of the large city terminals have 
had them for years, no provision of any 
kind has been made at the smaller stations. 

Announcement Was made by the Burling- 


‘ton road that it will place on every train 


apparatus to supply travelers with individ- 
ual paper cups, not only in Illinois but all 
over the system, and the common cups will 
be taken out of ali stations. Kansas has a 
statute similar to that of Illinois, as Wiscon- 
sin has had for some time, and the road has 
decided to eliminate the much criticised com- 
mon drinking cup at once. The Rock Island 


several months ago placed the paraffin cup | 


machines on all of its new steel cars and in 
stations, but on other cars the old cups will 
simply be removed, leaving the passengers to 
provide for themselves. 

General passenger agents of several west- 
ern roads have been examining samples of 
various kinds of drinking cups, with the idea 
of securing some form of paper cup which 
may be given to the passengers without the 
necessity of dropping a cent in a slot, and 
which will pay for themselves by carrying a 
company advertisement.

Postal Car Law. 

The federal law prohibiting the use of 
wooden postal cars in railroad trains be- 
tween steel cars or between an engine and 
a steel car also goes into effect tomorrow, 
and the principal roads centering here have 
made preparations for complying without 
asking for delay. The law is intended to pre- 
vent the increased danger to a postal car 
caused by placing the weaker wood cars be- 
tween the heavy and rigid steel cars which 
are coming into increasing use on many of 
the leading roads. 

The Illinois Central, which has been using many 
steel cars for some time, recently ordered ninety- 
four additional, including enough of the steel 
postal cars to be used in all trains which include 
a car of the new type. The Rock Island, North- 

western Great Western, and Union Pacific have 
also provided large numbers of the steel equip- 
ment, and the Frisco will today receive eighteen 
new steel postal cars, which will enable it to com- 
ply with the statute at once. 

The law requires either an all-steel or a steel 
underframe car, but railroad officials say the spec- 
ifications practically require the all-steel type, 
which has thus far proved itself practically non- 
collapsible as well as fireproof. 


New Suburban Trains. 


In connection with the opening of Ravinia park 
on Monday, July 3, the Chicago and Northwestern 
railway announces that it has arranged to stop 
a number of suburban trains at the park entrance, 
and that it has also placed in service the Ravinia 
Park special train, leaving the new terminal at 
7:30 o’clock each evening. 

e Northwestern is arranging for a special train 
to leave Chicago today at 10:80 p. m., en route 
to the National Education association convention 
to be held at San Francisco, July 8 to 14. Delega- 
tions will arrive in Chicago from Milwaukee, De- 
troit, and Cincinnati to join the party, which is 
expected to comprise 200 people when it leaves this 
city. 


POULTRY DEALERS GET BUMP; 
LOWER PROHIBITIVE FIGURES. 
Buyers Refuse to Support High Level— 


Late Melons Glut Mart, Sell Cheap— 
Old Potatoes Higher. 


Holding of prices at a prohibitive level 
proved disastrous to the market for poultry 
at Chicago yesterday, and receivers were 
forced to cut 20 a pound off the price of 
spring chickens and %c off fowls before 
they could dispose of moderate receipts. 
Prices of the latter were still 1%c higher 
than at the opening of the week, but the 
springs were back to Monday’s figures. 

Watermelons and lemons received too late 
to be disposed off during the recent hot spell 
congested the market, and were peddled off 
at a decline of $25.00@50.00 a car on the 
former and of 0c@§1.00 a case on the latter. 
Old potatoes continued their upward climb, 
selling at $1.00@1.15 a bu in carload lots. 
New potatoes were more freely offered and 
lower, at $4.25@4.75 per bri.

Adolph Segal Tells of Forced Closing 
of Penusylvania Factory. 


Washington, D. C., June 29.—George H. 


Earle Jr. of Philadelphia renewed his attack 


upon former Fresident Roosevelt today be- 
fore the house sugar trust investigating 
committee. 

He was especially denunciatory of Mr. 
Roosevelt's alleged failure to institute crim- 
inal prosecution of American Sugar Refin- 
ing company officials after the Pennsylvania 
Sugar Refinery deal was exposed in 1906. 

Mr. Karle deciared he had offered to debate 
the issue with Roosevelt in New York last 
fall, but the latter declined the opportunity to 
“ overwhelm ”’ him. 


Tells of $1,250,000 Loan. 

Adolph Segal of Philadelphia, eo ill that 
his counsel asked the committee to be con- 
siderate of him, testified about the blocking 
of his efforts to sell the stocks and bonds of 
the Pennsylvania Sugar Refining company. 

He declared he believed at the time that 
Mr. Havemeyer was responsible for his diff 
culty. He told of borrowing $1,250,000 from 
Gustave Kissell in 1908, Thé loan was for 
one year. He said he put up $500,000 in 
bonds and a controlling interest in the com- 
pany as security and signed a contract not 
to run a factory during the life of the loan: 


Declares Kissell Ruined Him. 

To pay the interest he borrowed money 
from Prank K. Hipple of the Real Estate 
Trust company of Philadelphia, on Pennsyl- 
vania refinery bonds. Hipple’s suicide in 
1906 revealed the entire deal and the litiga- 
tion began which resulted in a forced setl- 
tlement, the American Sugar Refining com- 
pany turning back all the securities and pay- 
ing $750,000 in cash to the original refining 
company. 

The witness sald he was ruined by Kissell 
exacting, on that and other trangactions, 
$920,000 In all. 


HAWAIIAN BOND ISSUE SOON. 


President Taft Approves Plan to Raise 
$1,500,000 for Public Im- 
provements in Islands. 


Washington, D. C., June 29.—President 
Taft today approved un issue of $1,600,- 
000 Hawalian bonds, the money to be used 
in public improvement in the islands. The 
bonds, authorized by the organic act, will 
be dated Aug. 1, 1911 and will bear not to 
exceed 4% per cént. They are payable at 
the end of thirty years, but may be re- 
deemed at a shorter period.
